ADOLPH MEYER | 
PASSES AWAY 


Had Served Continuously in 
Cengress Since Fifty- 
Secend Session. 


New Orleans, March 8.—Congressman 
Adolph Meyer, formerly an assistant 
adjutant general in the confederate 
army, died at his ‘residence here today. 

Mr. Meyer had been too fil to attend 
congress fgr several months. Heart 
failure was the immediate cause of 
death. He had served in congress con- 
tinuously since the fifty-second session, 
to which he was elected from the first 
district of Louisiana. One of the works 
in congress of importance to this séc- 
tion, for which Mr. Meyer was given 
much credit, was the defeat in the fifty- 
fifth session of a measure intended to 
abolish the United States mint at New 
Orleans. 

Mr. Meyer was 65 years old, and was 
born in Natchez, Miss. At the out- 
break of the civil war Mr. Meyer was 
a statement at the University of Vir- 
ginia, which he left to enlist. He 
served on the staff of Brigadier General 
J. S Williams, of Kentucky, rising to 
the rank of assistant adjutant general.

York, attorney for the Fleischman Com- 
pany, came to Asheville a month 4g0, 
and filed with Judge Pritchard, of tne 
United Stateg cincuit court, a bill in 
equity asking receivership for the fund 
of $800,000 left by the dispensary, and 
a few days later, Frank Carter, of Ashe- 
ville, and ; 2 Moultrie Mordecal, 
Charleston, filed a bill for the Wilson 
Distilling Company and others, on which 
Judge Pritchard issued a temporary re- 
straining ordger forbidding the commis- 
sion from disposing of the fund or turn- 
ing it into the state treasury. 


Pritchard Takes Jurtsdiction. 


Three weeks ago both cases were af- 
gued, the judge then declining receivers 
‘and taking under advisement the ques- 
tion of jurisdiction of the court, raised 
by the commission through Attorney 
General Lyon and counsel for the com- 
mission, on the ground that the suit was 
against the state itself. On his return 
from Richmond, Judge Pritchard, one 
week ago, announced he ‘would take 
jurisdiction, and hearing on applications 
for receivership by the Wilson Company 
was set for Saturday last. 

On Friday counsel for the Wilson 
Company and for Fleischman Company 
presented the affidavit of George B. 
Lester that the governor of South 
Carolina urged the legislature to take 
action to defeat the jurisdiction of the 
court, and that the legislature would 
interfere with the court's powers, 
whereupon D. W. Rountree, of Atlanta, 
counsel for the commission, being here, 
was notified and was present at the 
hearing, other counsel not having ar- 
rived for the next day*s nearing. The 
court nameg all five members of the 
commission as temporary receivers, 
and yesterday (Saturday) Judge Pritch- 
ard announced the appointment as per- 
manent receivers of James A. McCul- 
lough, of Greenville, & C.; B. F. Are 
thur, of Union, 8. C.; and C. K. Hen- 
derson, of Aiken, 8. C. 7 

Attorney General Lyon, on hearing 
of this action, denounced Judge Pritch- 
ard and particularly his action in nam- 
ing receivers prior to date set for ar- 
gmument on question of whether Te- 
ceivers should be appointed. 

Receivers Southern Democrats. 


Judge Pritchard declines to make re- 
ply, but local attorneys issue state- 
ment to the effect that Rountree as 
given notice of hearing on the appdint- 
ment of receivers Friday, and that they 
are ‘southern democrats,” and that 
no state's rights are involved. 

W. F. Stevenson and D. W. Roun- 
tree, of counsel for the commission, 
state that the question of jurisdiction 
will be taken to the supreme court of 
the United States, contending that the 
suit is really one against the state of 
South Carolina, which is immune from 
suits unless it consents. 

How the question of whether or not 
the court has jurisdiction is to be 
raised is not yet settled, Mr. Stevenson 
saying that this would be determined 
later, but he thought it would be by 
writ of error, which could reach the 
present term of the supreme court, al- 
though habeas corpus following a re- 
fusal to obey an order of the federal 
eourt would be more expeditious. If 
Judge Pritchard should fine or imprison 
a commissioner for failure to obey or- 
ders, application could be made at 
Washington for a writ of habeas cor- 
pus and immediate hearing had, prob- 
ably before QGhief Justice Fuller. The 
procedure would be the same as when 
Messrs. Wood and Wilson appeared 
to Judge Pritchard for this writ and 
decision was immediate. On the other 
hand the writ of error is more regular, 
and the only objection to tt is delay 
involved in getting a decision. 

Sum of £800,000 Involved. 


The attorneys for the commission 
claim they have not used all their 
weapons in the federal court. There is 
now pending before the supreme court 
of South Carolina the mandamus case 
which involves a decision on the ques- 
tion of who has the custody of the 
$800,000 fund, the meaning of thg act 
creating the new commission. Now 
counsel for the commission maintain 
that the supreme court always follows 
the interpretation placed by the high- 
est court of a state on tne saws of that 
state, and if the court should hold 
that the fund was in the immediate 
custody of the state itself, then the 
supreme court weuld adopt this de- 
cisicn, and, therefore, the circuit court 
would have no jurisdiction, because it 
cannot entertain a suit against the 
state without its consent.

Washington, March 8s —(Special.)— 
That William Randolph Hearst expects 
to use the Independence League, which 
he dominates, as a club to force the 
democratic national convention to accept 
several planks of his dictation and a 
man of his choice for second place on 
the ticket, is the story current here this 
week. 

Mr. Hearst does not himself aspire to 
a place on the democratic ticket, be- 
lieving it useless. His candidate is Wi)- 
liam Shuler Jackson, of New York. Mr. 
Jackson was on the Hearst ticket last 
year, and has exerted himself to secure 
a request of the votes in the Hearst- 
McClellan mayoralty contest. 

Although Mr. Hearst expresses no 
very great friendship for the Nebras- 
kan, and fee's under no obligations to 
him, he will support the democratic 
nominee, provided Independence League 
principles are incorporated in the dem- 
ocratic platform, This was the impres- 
sion gathered by Willis J. Abbott, per- 
sonal representative of Mr. Bryan at 
the capitol, and a man who ig close to 
Mr. Hearst. 

Hearst Fighting for Recognition. 


The determination of the Independ- 
ence League to frame a platform and 
name candidates is said to be due to a 
desire of Mr. Hearst to keep his fol- 
As an in- 
dependent, he feels that he will be in 
much better position to dictate terms 
upon which he will throw his support to 
the democratic ticket. His new party 
has branched out on some distinctive 
lines. Mr. Hearst says ‘“‘democracy to- 
dav defines no doctrine, and the word 
republican expresses no principle.” His 
party favors government ownership of 
all public utilities, ship-subsidies, the 
referendum, postal savings banks and 
some other things that have not been 
approved by the organized democracy. 

If his followers are alienated from 
the democratic leaders, Mr. Hearst pre- 
dicts that disintegration will follow de- 
feat and that the independence league 
will furnish the only retreat for the 
radicals in the democratic party. 


Taft's Bid for Negro Vote. 


The suggestion is made in Washing- 
ton that the plank in the Ohio plat- 
form declaring for'a reduction of south- 
ern representation on account of negro 
disfranchisement laws, was dictated at 
the White House. The proposition will 
probably prove very effective as a tick- 
ler of dusky ears, and about as elusive 
as the redemption of the promise of forty 
acres and a mule. Upon gecond thought, 
it seems a trifle strange that President 
Roosevelt should suggest this plank and 
that Secretary Taft, who upheld ,the 
president's hand in the Brownsville 
matter, shéuld approve it. But this is 
the day that has established the wis- 
dom of the political principle of ‘‘prom- 
ise everything to eveybody.”’ 


Not Taken Seriously. 


It is safe to say that the measure 
will never be taken seriously even if 
Secretary Taft is elected president. It 
may be introduced, but so have numer- 
ous other bills having the same end in 
view. Hardly a congress passes with- 
Out the introduction of such a measure. 
It is one of the favorites of Represen- 
tative Crumpacker. No euch bill has 
ever been favorably reported to congress 
in recent years. Presidents McKinley 
and Roosevelt both expressed them- 
selves as opposed to such measures. 

It is not probably 
can president would have the oppor- 
tunity to sign such a bil), for however 
great might be the republican majority 
in congress, democratic senators would 
exercise the privilege of talking the 
measure to death in the wpper body, just 
as in years gone by they defeated the 
notorious ‘Force bill.”

ON GAMBLING 


Governor’s Bills Hold. Center 
of Legislative Stage in 
New York, 


Albany, N. Y., March’ 8s.—The center 
of the legislative stage is now occu- 
pied by the group of bills embodying 
the recommendation of Governor Hughes 
that the constitutional] prohibition. of 
gambling within this state be obeyed 
by the legislature specifically by the 
passage of “appropriate laws’ to abol- 
ish the present statutory discrimina- 
tion which virtually protects gambling 
at racetracks. It should be understood 
that there are several bills in this 
Sroup, al] introduced by Senator Ag- 
new, of New York City, and Assembly- 
man Hart, of Utica, and they are pop- 
ularly known as the governor's bills. 

There will probably be no further 
hearings on the bills ““fore the codes 
committee, the prec! éffect of which 
would be to amer* ‘the penal code so 
as to prescfibe a “penalty or imprison- 
ment Only for gambling at or in con- 
nection with horse radéing. The pres- 
ent. law forbids guch gambling, put pro- 
Vides that where the wager is made 
within an authorized racetrack eéncios- 
ure, the only penalty or rediress is a 
civil suit for the amount wagered. The 
other so-called anti-racetrack gambling 
bills would amend other statutes in 
details necessary to achieve the main 
end recommended by the governor. 

It is now expected that this week 
will see a vote in both the senate and 
assembly committees on the penal code 
amendment. 

The immediate outcome cah hardly be 
foreseen, but the impression grows on 
both sides of the question that the 
legislation desired by the governor will 
be passed without serious delay. The 
racetrack people here now admit in 
private that they regard their fight as 
practically lost already.

“*Henry A. Thomas, Thirty-fifth regi- 
ment Georgia volunteers, Thomas’ bri- 
gade, A. P. Hill's division, Stonewall 
Jackson's corps.’ 

“Then if I could get hold of a sol- 
dier’s envelope carrying something like 
this printed on it I was happy—happler 
than wise:

‘Rut IT was trying to tell vou about 
Phil Kearney’s death.

“Just after this Stonewall Jackson 
erossed over into Maryland, capturing 
Frederick City—that was after taking 
Harper's Ferry—and about 14,000 fed- 
eral prisoners.

The English have 
adopted the designs of the beautiful 
Brussels tapestry and introduced them 
to the trade as ‘‘Brussels tapestry car- 
pets."" The so-called Brussels carpets 
are manufactured in England and sup- 
plied to the Belgium: market at prices 
much lower than those for which the 
Same carpets can be produced in Be!- 
gium, for the reason that the English 
use modern machinery nd manufacture 
in large quantities. 

Scientific effort is being made in the 
United Provinces of India for the im- 
provement of cotton. Seclected and ac- 
climatized seeqg rom America has been 
distributed by the government, and 
the results have proved very encour- 
aging. The seed distributed from the 
agricultural stations amounted to 3,500 
pounds, chiefly "in upper and middle 
Doab of the Provinces, and the cotton 
produced from this selected seed is se}}- 
ing for five annas (10 cents) per 
pound against three annas (6 cents) for 
the ordinary local cotton. A sample 
of ten bales of cotton from selected 
seed have been sent to the department 
spinning mill for test on a large acale. 
The result of this test is looked forward 
to with interest by the government 
experts who are trying to !mprove the 
Indian cotton.

Senator Beveridge’s proposal for a 
non-partizan tariff commission, has 
given way to a plan to have the,de- 
partments of the government unite in 
securing data on the tariff to lay be- 
fore congress. Those who suggest this 
ccurse, seem to think congress will be 
less touchy when approached in this 
way than when asked to turn over to 
rank outsiders the task of preparing 
some predigesteg tariff pabulum for 
its consumption. The truth of thelr 
assumption remains to be proven. 

According to the latest report, the 
state department, treasury department 
and the bureau of the census of the 
department of commerce and labor, 
will undertake to gather facts and fig- 
ures for the guidance of the states- 
men when they come back next Decem- 
ber. The authority for this move will 
be contained in a joint resolution to be 
rushed through congress at the close 
of the present session. 

The movers of this plan intimate that 
it is not necessary to have congres- 
Sional sanction for this program, but 
‘it is thought best to take these formal 
steps, in view of the resentment mani- 
fested toward the tariff commission 
project. 

Senator Beveridge Is Silent. 


Senator Beveridge called at the white 
house on Saturday ang upon leaving 
was asked what he thought of the idea 
of having the executive departments do 
the work he had cut out for a non- 
partisan commission. He declined to 
be quoted in connection with the sub- 
ject. It is known, however, that the 
matter has beé@n previously suggested 
to him and taken under consideration. 

The republicans will probably not 
think of attempting to revise any of 
the tariff schedules at the short session 
of the sixtieth congress. They will 
wait until after the next president is 
inaugurated. lf it is a democratic 
president, he will probably call an ex- 
tra session of congress tO meet at once 
to undertake such fevision. If a ree 
publican is elected, he may or he may 
not redeem the pledge of revision 
which will undoubtedly be a plank in 
the national republican platform. 

Even if the joint resolution referred 
to fails of passage, it es welieved that 
the three executive departments, state, 
treasury and commerce and iabor will 
busy themselves during the next year 
in collecting data.

“Thou lack- 
est one thing,” Wag the keynote of the 
sermon. 

“One thing thou lackest, brethren, ev- 

erything depends on that one thing, 
said Dr. Morgan. “Let no young man 
in this house, theh, who ig not a Chris- 
tian be persuaded ‘by another man that 
elean record is of no value.” 
The evangelist showed that the young 
eternal life in Atlanta, If he does not 
a Christian.

He «wanted eternal life, and on: this 
point Dr. Morgan gave hope to those 
who are sad and w earied. 

No Dimtasions, Xo Measurements.

Morning Sermon, 


One of the clearest expositions ever 
rendered to an Atlanta’ audience on 
idolatny and the mission of Paul was 
given by Dr. Morgan at the morning 
services In the Tabernacle. His text 
was from the Acts ef the Apostles, 
xviith chapter, |6th verse: “Now, while 
Paul waited for them at Athens his 
sipirt was stirred in him when he saw 
the city wholly given to idolatry.’ 

Dr. Morgan commenced by 
Paul was ‘the Christian.” 
ferred to Hall Caine's “The Christian,” 
an dsaid John Storm was a failure; 
likewise he took up “The Master Chris- 
tian,’’ by Marie Corelli, which - was 
also a failure. 

The first part of the sermon was 
brief outline of what existed in Athens 
when Paul arrived there. *There were 
countless statues erected to gods—ito 
the god of shame, of energy, of rumor, 
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the unknown gods, to Zeua, to 
Athene and Demetri. Dr. Morgan said 
some critics have said Pau] dig not 
have the sense of appreciation of art, 
of literature, of grace and beauty, for 
if he had he would have given a de- 
scription of Athens as it was then. In 
contradicting this he showed that 
Pausanias, the great traveler of Paul's 
time, described the city Athens as be- 
ing great In piety, the most religious 
city in the world, where there were 
Statues eredted to the gods. Paul 
called the city religious, but wholly 
given to idolatry. 

Saw What Others Did Not. 


“Paul saw what others did not,” said 
Dr. Morgan. “He became provoked 
at the idolatry, he became in a rage, 
a paroxysm. I have heard some peo- 
pie say Christians never get in a rage. 
If they do not get in a rage at the evil 
in this world and the work against 
God, then Christianity is not worth 
having.’’ 

"You would not think that Atlanta 
has just the same worshipping of idols 
as those which existed in Athens years 
agO, but it has, and eo hag London, New 
York, and ather places. Some worship 
the unknown god, no; the true God. The 
influence of Christianity has swept 
@way the material manifestation of 
idolatry, but there is a. spiritual idoi- 
atry. Demetrig.was the god of physica! 
power, and we have that physical deg- 
relation today. Athene was the god of 
intellect, the queen of learning. 1 am 
afraid there are vast numbers of our 
ministera taday who are afraid of in- 
tellectual cults. While coming ever here 
on that great gteamship, the Mauretania, 
I met lots of your intellectua] peopte 
playing day In and day out, week in and 
week out, year in and year out, bridge 
whist. I am not just at this time preach- 
ing on that subject, but think of the 
degredation of it,” 

Must Have Ruling Passion, 


Dr. Morgan read an extract from Dr. 
Henry Van Dyke, that “a man must 
have a ruling passion.” That this ruling 
passion, whichever way it may iean, 
makes the man. 

“What then is the mission of the 
Christian man?’ he concluded. “The af- 
firmation of God. Ah, brother, thig is 
where you fail? Some Christians may 
believe theoretically, but they do not 
affirm. Then there ig the reclamation 
of man from a degraded manifestation 
of God. The true Christian must pro- 
elaim the Evangel—repentance, urgency, 
and hopefulness.’’ 

Afternoon Session. 


Dr. Morgan in the afternoon took his 
text from Matthew, chapter twelve, thir- 
tieth verse: ‘‘He that ig not “with me, 
is against He that gatnereth not 
seattereth.”’ 

“We are living in a day of toleration— 
the rack, the fire, exqommunication are 
all gone. I fear, however, that the out- 
come of too much toleration will be 
carelessness. The old fiery, physical 
tests cleared out the evil. 
as it is popular to be a Christian we 
are in danger of having our churches 
crowded with people who: are not true 
believers. Persecution, and the persecu- 
tion with which the early Christians 
mét would make lesg Christians, The 
danger -that lurks about us now comes 
not from persecution, but from the lack 
of it. 

“A writer recently said he had dis- 
covered that the alpaca, which is a 
mixture of the goat and the sheep, was 
what some of the Christians are today. 
He was wrong, for the alpaca is neither 
akin to the goat nor the sheép. There 
ig no middle place, beloved. You must 
either be against Him, or for Him. Ged's 
work is to combine us all into one 
Strong union. You may think I am talk- 
ing of socialism. No! G@ocialism as 
preached in the halls, markets, and on 
the streets today has very much to 
learn.

“There is a great peace now. Every 
nation in Purope is armed to the teeth.

Renedict Arnold died in London June 
i4, 1801. His life after his treason was 
a most unhappy one. He was avoided 
by men of honor and on many occa- 
sions deliberately insulted. He re- 
ceived a considerable sum of money 
from the British government and made 
several unsuccessful attempts to en- 
gage in business in British America 
and the West Indies and finally re- 
turned to London, where he died in 
obscurity His second son, born tn

death in 1854 was made a lieutenant 
general.

OWEN, OF OKLAHOMA. TURNS | 
LIGHT ON MONEY PROBLEM

Washington, March Bh er see 
Senator Robert L. Owen, of Oklahoma, 
surprised his colleagues in the senate 
with the breadth of his knowledge 
upon financial affairs and his skill 
as a debater when he addressed the 
senate upon the financial bill of Sen- 
ator Aldrich. 

This was maiden effort of the sen- 
ator from Oklahoma. Up to this time 
has been an’ unknown quantity. 
He has sat patiently through long, te- 
diovs and not always illuminating ad- 
dresses by other senators, who were 
expressing their views upon th2 mo-| 
mentous subject of financial legisla- | 
tion. This topic is one admittedly dif- 
ficult to handle in an interesting or 
engagingly instructive way.

Owen Offers Currency Bill. 


Mr. President, T have submitted an 
amendment intended to be proposed by 
ine which sets forth a fuller plan of re- 
lief, which TI believe to Le far superior 
to that offered by the finance commit- 
tee. and to the provisions of which ! 
earnestly invite the attention of the 
senate.

I deny that there is any justificatin 
for the introduction of railroad bonds 
in this bill. 

Owen's Timely Arrival in the Senate

The Bank Clearings. 


Statistics of bank clearings for Feb- 
ruary showed a general business ac- 
tivity to be still much contracted, com- 
pared with previous years and _ the 
record of failures for February also 
showed a heavy rate of TPinancial cas- 
ualties. 

Reduction of the surplus of freight 
cars on railroads makes an encourag- 
ing item in the week’s summary. 

Inroads upon earnings of railroads are 
so severe, however, as to bring into 
question future dividend return and 
even in the case of the weaker com- 
panies the meeting of fixed charges. The 
struggles to be met in the readjustment 
of wages in the earrying out of econom- 
ics is viewed rpwith disquiet. 

Speculation sentiment ifs sensitive to 
political developments and to all man- 
ifestations of governmental and legis- 
lative measures towards corporations 
and financial activities. The stock mar- 
ket element was much disturbed by the 
introduction of the Hepburn bill into 
congress proposing to levy a tax of 50 
cents on the transfer of every $100 par 
value of stocks. 

The rates for money haive tended to 
relax both here and abroad. The effeq 
on the investment in securities has 
been slight and opportunity is not re- 
garded as favorable for the flotation of 
new capital issues. 

The power of resistance to attack 
shown by the stock market increased in 
the course of the week and ended with 
a demonstration of positive strength and 
broadened activity.

The 
Japanese foreign  wffice has demanded 
the immediate release of the Tatsu 
Maru and the punishment of the offi- 
cials responsible for her seizure. Quite 
irrespective of the merits of the case, 
the Japanese minister maintains that 
the action of the Chinese authorities tn 
seizing the steamer and hauling down 
the Japanese flag Was an insult to 
Japan.

OWEN, OF OKLAHOMA, TURNS 
LIGHT ON MONEY PROBLEM

Washington, March 8.—(SpecialJ—

It is as 
full of technicalities as the report of 
pitfalls in which the unwary: and un- 
than there are vents ina plain infested 
with prairie dogs. 

Quite a number of senators—and this 
must not be mentioned above a whisper 
Who have risen in their place to sub- 
mit a few remarks upon the subject of 
finance, have ingloriously fallen down 
and cracked their senatorial dignity 
when confronted with some perfectly 
simple and obvious inquiry. 


What Is Money?t 


Such an elemental question as ‘‘What 
is inoney?” put a very able and schol- 
|arly and legally, but not financially 
learned, senator to rout a few days ago. 
He had been denouncing the New York 
banks for their manipulation of the 
money market, their decreased re- 
serves, and the liberty taken with their 
loanable capital, when Senator Aldrich 
interrupted. 

The dictator of the senate was as 
mild as a May morning. He was as 
Suave as a foreign count seeking an 
American hetress. His voice was as 
smooth as velvet when he tInquired: 
“What does the gentleman understand 
by the word ‘money’ in the connection 
in Which he has just used it?’ 

The distinguished senator who was 
addreSsing the chamber was distinctly 
rattled. “Why, Mr. President, every- 
body knows what money is. So we 
will just pass on.” 

Senator Owen Invites Question, 


But this wag to be a story about 
Senator Owen. The senator from Ok- 
lahoma not only invited questions but 
reveled in them. When a democratic 
colleague took issue with him on a 
point of minor importance, he _ skil- 
fully avoided a clash. He showed he 
was after the substance, and was in- 
different to the mere form. He made 
a diplomatic and admirable appeal to 
those on the democratic side of the 
chamber to present a united front to 
the opposition and not quibble about 
unimportant details. He was careful 
not to provoke the ill-feeling of dem- 
ocratic senators by unhorsing any of 
those who rode against him. His for- 
bearance, it was easy to see, was due 
to lack of inclination, ‘rather than lack 
of ability. At every point in his speech 
Senator Owen showed that he had not 
only the practical but the theoretical 
details of American banking and fi- 
nance at his fingertips. He was sav- 
ing his heavy battery for the leader of 
the opposition, and he was not aggra- 
vated into wasting his ammunition 
upon lesser opponents, or bullied into 
firing big shot at small prey. Finally 
Senator Owen had the opportunity he 
was looking .for.

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Keep Alive Hope That Country 
Is Recovering from Panic. 
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STOCK MARKET VERY DUL 


Abstention as Marked on Part of 
Sellers of Securities as of Buy- 
ers—Rates of Money Reiax- 
ing Both in New York 
and Abroad, 


New York, March 8.—Progress in the 
working out of the problem of restora- 
tion of business and industry, so far as 
it was reflected in the securities mar- 
ket last week was slow and laborious. 
Market operations were much neglected 
ang price movements sluggish and un- 
certain. Abstention. from the market 
was as marked on the part of sellers 
of securities as of buyers. In fact a 
of the market was a scarcity 
of market supplies of stocks. The 
consequence was a show of firmness in 
individual stocks, even when unfavor- 
able developments were announced; a 
safe indication of the sold out condi- 
tion of the market. Beyond the oc- 
casional buying by uncovered shorts, 
however, the demand was meager and 
unimportant. A’ situation resembling 
state equilibrium of prices was the re- 
sult. Speculative markets almost ia- 
variably arrive at such a state follow- 
ing an upheaval, the condition mark- 
ing; the arrest of the process of con- 
traction and the pause of capital while 
awaiting indication of tne next phase 
to be assumed itn affairs. 

Arrest of the Shrinkage. 


Signs from the general business world 
of the arrest of the shrinkage follow- 
ing the financial crisis are discernible 
in more than one direction and the 
slight improvements’ reported keep 
alive a hope that the corner has been 
turned towards steady betterment. The 
action of the securities market, how- 
ever, does not reflect full confidence 
in the immediate progress of improve- 
ment. 

The mixed conditions in the fields 
where the improvement is most shown 
hélp to explain this speculative atti- 
tude. The decision of the Amalga- 
mated Copper Company to resume pro- 
duction in the Montana mining camps 
was heralded as a positive evidence wf 
betterment in that trade. The state 
of the market, however, has been wn- 
steady, the yielding of copper prices 
being attributed partly to the prospect 
of increased output from the resump- 
tion in Montana. Reduction of divi- 
dends by the Calumet and Hecla and 
the Wolverine companies were counter- 
balancing influences on the copper ac- 
curities. 

From the iron ‘and steel trade came 
intelligence of a slight and slow im- 
provement. Here also the signs of in- 
stability in the prices of iron made a 
modifying influence which kept alive 


runcertainty over the ultimate adjust- 


ment of the price level and deterred 
buyers from committing themselves, 
The Bank Clearings. 


Statistics of bank clearings for Feb- 
ruary showed a general business ac- 
tivity to be still much contracted, com- 
pared with previous years and the 
record of failures for February also 
showed a heavy rate of Pinancial ca3- 
ualties. 

Reduction of the surplus of freight 
cars on railroads makes an encourag- 
ing item in the week’s summary. 

Inroads upon earnings of railroads are 
so severe, however, as to bring into 
question future dividend return and 
even in the case of the weaker com- 
panies the meeting of fixed charges. The 
struggles to be met in the readjustment 
of wages in the earrying out of econom- 
ics Is viewed rpwith disquiet. 

Speculation sentiment ts sensitive to 
political developments and to all man- 
ifestations of governmental and legis- 
lative measures towards corporations 
and financial activities. The stock mar- 
ket element was much disturbed by the 
introduction of the Hepburn bill into 
congress proposing to levy a tax of 50 
cents on the transfer of every $100 par 
value of stocks. 

The rates for money haive tended to 
relax both here and abroad. The effegt 
on the investment in securities has 
been slight and opportunity is not re- 
garded as favorable for the flotation of 
new capital issues. 

The power of resistance to attack 
shown by the stock market increased in 
the course of the week and ended with 
a demonstration of positive strength and 
broadened activity.

A boundary dispute the Tsin Min Tun- 
Fakumen Railway, the North Mancnu- 
rian customs and the telegraph ques- 
tions—all these have now ceased to ex- 
cite much concern in the minds of those 
who can see below the surface of the 
political current, but on the other 
hand. as though the Chinese themselves 
were determined to furnish the Japan- 
ese opposition with its strongest argu- 
ments in favor of a more spirited pol- 
icy, the middle kingdom, whose Chinese 
warships seized a Japanese merchant 
steamer—the Tatsu Maru—in Chinese 
territorial waters just outside Macao 
harbor and escorted her to Canton on 
the charge that she was engaged in 
an @ttempt to smuggle arms and am- 
munition into China. 

To add to the irritation inseparable 
from such a course of action, the Chi- 
nese commander hauled down the Jap- 
anese flag enroute and ran up the Chi- 
nese dragon ensign in its stead. The 
Japanese foreign vffice has demanded 
the immediate release of the Tatsu 
Maru and the punishment of the ofti- 
clals responsible for her seizure. Quite 
irrespective of the merits of the case, 
the Japanese minister maintains that 
the action of the Chinese authorities in 
seizing the steamer and hauling down 
the Japanese flag Was an insult to 
Japan. 

Facts of the Case. 

The facts of the case as nearly as 
can be ascertained from both sides ap- 
pear to be these: 

The Japanese contention is that the 
vessel left Kobe on January 26 with 94 
cases of rifles and 40 cases ammu- 
nition consigned by the Ataka Shokal 
of Osak to Messrs. Kwong Yo & Co., * 
Macao, who are licensed by the Macao 
government to deal in arms. It is as- 
serted that the Ataka Shokai had _  ob- 
tained the necessary permit from the 
Macaois without regard to the arms and 
ammunition and that the usual cus- 
tomg and police formalities had been 
complied with at Kobe. The fact that 
the Tatsu Maru anchored outside Macao 
harbor is explained by the statement 
that her draft was too great to permit 
her to enter the harbor in safety and 
that the intention of the captain and 
the consignees was to have the cargo 
discliarged into lighters. 

According to the captain's story the 
vessel wag eurrounded by four Chinese 
gunboats and was shortly afterward 
boarded by the Chinese commander who 
declared that although the steamer was 
in possession of a certificate issued by, 
the Portuguese authorities at Macao, the 
Chinese government was informed that 
she was bound for Macao with a cargo 
of 134 cases of arms and ammunition 
consigned to a Chinese and that he had 
been ordered by the Taotai of Canton to 
stop the discharge of the cargo. Later 
two customs officials and twenty blue 
jackets boarded the steamer. 

Battle Was Feared. 


The incident created no small excite- 
ment among the steameér’s passengers 
some apprehension being entertained 
that the Jajanese cruisers in Hong Kong 
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treatment. This treat- 
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harbor might attempt a rescue in which’ 
event it is deemed probable that the 
Chinese gunboats would have sent the 
Tatsu Maru to the bottom without fur- 
ther ceremony. The fat then would have 
been In the fire with a vengeance, It 
was to safeguard the vessel against any 
attempt to escape that the Chinese com- 
mander ran up the dragon of the Chi- 
nese, this technically placing the vessel 
under arrest. 

Further inquiry hag @licited the ine 
formation that the seizure of the Tatsu 
Maru was brought about through a re 
port sent from Kobe or Osaka to the 
Chinese authorities to the effect that 
although the rifks and ammunition 
were consigned to a firm in Macao, they 
were really to be smuggled into the 
hands of insurgents in the interior. of 
China. Acting on this assurance, the 
Chinese awthorities took immediate 
Steps to seize.the steamer. It is sur- 
mised that the informant of the Chi- 
nese government may have been a Chie 
nese residing in Japan. - 


TO FIND RESPONSIBILITY 
AFTER FORTY-TWO YEARS 


In 1866 the Brig Olive Francis Sank 
After a Collision With the 
Gunboat Winooski. 


Portland, Maine, March 8.—By a spee 
cial act of congress, responsibility for 
the loss of the American brig Olive 
Francis, off the Nova Scotian coast, 
after a collision with the United States 
gunboat Winooski, will be determined 
at a hearing tg commence before the 
United States district court, March 16, 
after a period of nearly forty-two years 
since the disaster occurred. The case 
comes to the court on petition of Sarah 
A." Pennell, of Machias, administratrix, 
and others who were given permission 
by special act of congress to bring the 
suit in accordance with regular admir- 
alty procedure. For over a year, Attor- 
neys for the petitioners and the govern- 
ment have been taking depositions of 
the surviving members of the crewg-4t 
both vessels. | 

Among those who have given 4d 
tions are Admiral Casey, retired, |who 
was tne executive officer on the 
boat at the time of the collision: Nath- 
an P. Tynne, now chief engineer for the 
Cramp Ship Bullding Works at Phila- 
deiphia, and then assistant engineer on 
the Winooski, and Captain A. F. Ulmer, 
who was an officer on the gunboat at 
the time. 

The Olive francis, while bound from 
Boston to Little Glace Bay, wes run 
into by the Winooeki about thirty mijgs 
northeast of Halifax during a fog eariy 
on the morning of July |, 1866. The brig 
filled rapidly and cutters from the gun- 
boat took off the crew and three Wo- 
men passengers. The Winooski stook by 
until daylight in an effort to save tie 
brig, but after several vain attempts to 
tow her to port, she was abandoned,

Washington, March 8.—(Specia!.)—Rep- 
resentative Edwards, of Georgia, told 
the republicans of the house some very 
plain truths in a highly interesting 
way the other day. when he arose to 
speak in support of his bill to estab- 
lish a subtreasury at Savannah. 

In plain platform declarations of the 
republican national convention during 
the past twelve years, impressive 
planks have been inserted on the ter- 
rible evils that would befall the coun- 
try under democratic rule.

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THE COTTON AREA-1908. 


Not in many years has so little been 
said or written in regard to the area 
that should be planted to cotton, as has 
been said or written this sprfng. It 
has been ysual, heretofore, to urge on 
the farmers the vital importance of 
cutting down the area in cotton and 
increasing the breadth of the fieids to 
be devoted to provision crops. The cus- 
tomary argument hag been that Dy re- 
ducing the area the output would be re- 
duced, the supply would fall short of 
the demand, and the market would re- 
spond in better prices. Newer can 
argument be gainsaid. Other things 
being equal or remaining constant, the 
Smaller the production the higher tne 
price, an essential incident to the law 
of supply and demand, 

The trouble has been that the farm- 
ers, generally, do not yield to the argu- 
ment and follow the advice it is in- 
tended to fortify. There are too many 
who “saw wood and say nothing,” or, 
if they say anything, it is in the way of 
encouragement to the “other fellow” to 
cut down their cotton areas; and when 
planting time comes these shrewd ones 
pitch in and plant a full crop, hoping 
io reap a double benefit—better prices 
as a result of a general reduction and 
decreased product, and a full individual 
crop from their own undiminished 
area. But these shrewd farmers, who 
“talk one way and act another’ (as 
has been Said) are generally in the ma- 
jority. the fact is, popular state- 
ments to the contrary notwithstanding, 
there have been few years (if a single 
one) in which there has been a gen- 
eral reduction of area except under tne 
more convincing argumen; of low prices 
before and at planting time and pros 
pective low prices in the fall. 

l have al} along believed—and advised 
accordingly—thai the more logicas 
course is for each individual farmer (\o 
reduce the cost of producing his crop 
of cotton. This he may do, tO a great- 
er or less extent, without consulting

of any one, although 
his neighnpors to do 
wise. This vital incident in 
growing—the cost of producing a 
pound or a bale of cotton—is largély 
under the control of the individual 
farmer—so far as his own crop is con- 
cerned, It geems a plain, simple prop- 
osition that it is safer for a farmer to 
produce his crop at a cost of not ex- 
ceeding 6 cents a pound, than to let 
the cost run up to 8g cents. Cotton 
that has cost 8 cents a pound, ready 
for sampling. does not bring any more 
in market than cotton that has cost 
only 6 cents a pound. The cotton buy- 
ers, including the cotton manufactur- 
turers, so far as they are individually 
concerned, do not stop to inquire of the 
grower what was the cost of produc- 
tion. In fact, they don't care a snap 
of the finger how much or how little 
the cost of production ofa logd, or’ lot, 
of cotton may have been. It would not 
affect his bid if they knew to a frac- 
tion. So it is utterly useless to insist 
that cotton ought to bring a certain 
price hecause it cost a certain number 
of cents a pound to produce it. ‘The 
obligation—the “ought to’’—is up to the 
farmer who grows the cotton to reduce 
the cost of production—a thing that is 
within his power—instead of foolishly 
growing it at a cost of 8 to |2 cents a 
and then wasting his breath in 
to convinee the cotton market 
should go to {5 cents. 
question may at once occur 
is inclined to accept the ar- 
gument, as B have tried to present it, 
how may a farmer reduce the cost? 

‘an he control the price of farm tabor, 
mules, implements and machinery, fer- 
tilizers, etc? Of course not, in a di- 
rect way, and perhaps not at all, But 
he may make his labor more effective 
and profitable by. giving better direc- 
tion to it. He may reduce the cost ot 
his fertilizers, and at the sagne time 
make them more effective, by buying 
ingredients and mixing at home accord- 
ing to approved formulas, and by more 
iiberal applications of these fertilizers 
to fewer and better (and better pre- 
pared) acres. He may use two and 
three-horse plows, harrows and other 
farm implements; also expanding cul- 
tivators that will clean out a cotton 
row at one go, instead of the one- 
horse jiggitv-jig scooter stock, shove] 
and scrape. These and Many other 
things he may do, each and all tending 
to make expensive human labor, and 
also expensive mule power cheaper by 
getting more work out of them 4s well 
as more effective results. 

One of the most practicable means 
of reducing cost, and one that does 
not require any outlay of money or la- 
is to throw out of cultivation (in 
cotton or corn) all the poorer, least 
productive portions of the farm. in 
many cases (it ought to be in a ma- 
jority of cases) the first step in the 
reduction of cost will be to Iimit the 
area 'n cotton to ffelds or parts of 
fields on which a yield Of not less 
than one bale of cotton, or 20 bushels 
of carn, per acre, may be secured by 
skillful work and liberal fertilizing. On 
most farms whereon this Plan Shall! be 
adopted. there will be a greater or les3 
reduction in the area. Indeed, there 
arc many farms On which the entire 
cotton area would eb wiped out, and 
ought to be. If a great many farmers 
shal! adopt the plan there would be a 
material reduction itn the general area 
and probably In the total bales made, 
and of course an advance in the mar- 
ket price on the basis of: a smajler 
supply, and—best of all—a lower cost 
of production, and a larger profit to 
the cotton grower.

formation as to the above formuta: 

1. How can one get acid phosphate 14 per 
cent? Does this mean 14 per cent of potasn? 
The only acid phosphate brought to this mar- 
ket is what the dealers call 10-4 goods, which 
I interpret to mean 4 per cent of potash. 

8. Am I to understand by the total. 1,670 
pounds, of the formula that quantity per 
acre? 

This whole question of formulas for fer- 
tilizers is very puzzling to me. I apply fer- 
tilizers to a garden only, and hence need, as 
compared wifh the farmer, a very small quan- 
tity. What ‘especially puzzles me is adapt- 
ing the formula to my lessened area and to 
a much smaller quantity of fertilizer. 

Answer—!. “Acid phosphate (!4 per 
cent)” is the almost universally used 
method of indicating the grade of the 
acid phosphate, or its content of avail- 
able phosphoric acid. In the above ex- 
pression it is meant that the acid phos- 
phate used in the formula contained I4 
per ‘cent, or !4 pounds, of available 
phosphoric acid in every !00 pounds of 
the sjuff, or 140 pounds in a thousand, 
or 280 pounds in a ton. An acid phos- 
phate (14 per cent) is considered a stand- 
ard. One containing |5 or 16 per cent or 
upward is always cheaper and one con- 
taining less than |4 is always dearer than 
the standard. If using a higher or a 
lower grade than |4 per cent the quan- 
tity should vary from 1,000 inversely as 
the per cent of available phosphoric 
acid content. Almost all of the fertilizer 
dealers sell acid phosphate. Buy the |6 per 
cent grade if you may and use 875 pounds 
instead of 1,000 pounds. Acid phosphate, 
10—4, means an acid phosphate to which 
has been added some form of potash— 
usually muriate of potash—so that the 
mixture contains 10 per cent of avail- 
able phosphoric acid and 4 per cent of 
potash. One thousand, eight hundred 
and forty pounds of avid phosphate (1! 
per cent), mixed with 160 pounds of mu- 
riate of potash (50 per cent potash) 
would make a ton of 10—4 goods. So. 
also, 1,360 pounds of acid phosphate (15 
per cent) and 640 pounds of kainit (12% 
per cent) would make a ton of |10—4 
roods. ' 

2. The 1,670 pounds has no relation 
to the quantity per aore, but is simply 
the sum total of the formula when phased 
on 1,000 pounds acid phosphate, 14 per 
cent. There ought to be no difficulty in 
adapting the mere amount of the for- 
mula to a smaller area. Suppose, for 
instance, you wish to use but 400 pounds 
of formula No. 3.

FORMULA FOR FRESH LAND. 
G. Dickerson, Lyons, Ga.—(l.)I have 
land | wish to put in cotton: some of 
the land is 2 years old and some was iust 
in cowpeas last year, the first crop. I am 
thinking of putting 200 pounds of 14 per cent 
acid and 200 pounds of 12 per cent kainit to 
the acre. Do you think it advisable. or just 
put about 300 or 350 pounds of 14 per cent 
acid. Which ig best? Or 8-2-2 guano? 

(2.) Also, I wish to put some second and 
third vear land in corn. Would you use acid 
and kKainit or just acid? I want to put about 
200 or 300 pounds to the acre all together; 
or do vou think 10-4 guano best? The land !s 
from a gray soll to a stiff pimpley soll. 

Answer—l!. I have frequently given 
general suggestions in regard to modi- 
fying my standard formulas when the 
soil to be fertilized is more or less fresh 
or bottom land, and farmers must ex- 
ercise their own judgment, based on 
the ‘‘weed’’ produced by the land, late- 
ness in maturing bolls, ete. You have 
these details before you while I have 
not. As I have often said in bulletins 
and in this department, where only light 
manuring is intended it may be well to 
use only acid phosphate, but if fertilizing 
liberally (500 pounds and upward per 
acre), I would simply modify formula 
No. 2 by reducing the cotton meal by 
one-third to one-half. On the land that 
is two years old you might: reduce the 
cotton meal one-half, or the land that 
was in peas Inst year (first year) 200 to 
350 pounds of acid 14 per cent, with 25 
pounds nitrate of soda in furrow with 
planting seed, to start off the young 
plants might be advisable.

FORMULA FOR CORN ON VERY RICH 
SOIL. 


Cc. C,-Pollard, Fvans, Ga.—I have just writ- 
ten Mr. Calvin at the experiment station to 
get your address, as you have been in the 
farming business so long I wanted to get 
your advice about the planting of some land 
that I have in cultivation this year. The 
first growth was oak and hickory timber 
and the wood was cut off some two years 
ago and the land planted in corn last year. 
It is very rich soll, black loam with clay 
subsoil. What would be the best fertilizer 
for me to use on this land. and how much 
per acre would give best results? I know 
something about farming. but have never had 
much guccess on this oak and hickory new- 
ground when planted in cotton. It seems to 
always have entirely t6o much stalk for the 
amount of bolis and I thought if I could get 
the fertilizer properly balanced I could have 
a better success. 

Answer: My address is given at the 
head of this department in every edi- 
tion of.the paper in which it appears. 


You do not say positively that you 
will plant the described land in cor 
or cotton, but I assume that cotton wi 
be the crop. 

The excessive growth of 
which you have observed in the soil 
described is an indication that it con- 
tains plenty of available nitrogen, and 
therefore the fertilizer applied should 
contain little or none at all. I woul 
suggest that you apply about 300 pounds 
of standard acid phosphate (!I4 to '{6

STABLE MANURE IN FORMULA. 

B. O., Cowans, N. C.—In using your formu- 
la for cotton on a gray mixed land (that 
made about 50 bushels of corn per acre last 
year) and expect to put about two tons of 
horse stable manure per acre for this year. 
Would you change the formula any or use it 
just as if I had not used the stable manure 
(the stable manure is good)? Does(stable ma- 
nure pay better under corn or cotton? Don't 
it make corn. sucker worse than to just use 
guano would? What ig the best kind of cot- 
ton seed to use under all conditions, and 
where can I get them? 

Answer—You do not say whether or no 
the land was manured (or fertilized) to 
produce the crop of corn last year. 1! 
suggest that if cotton is known to pTo- 
duce excessive “weed” on that particu- 


lar soil I would not apply stable manure’ 


to it for cotton. (You do not say whether 
your purpose is to plant the land in 
corn or cotton.) A safe rule is to con- 
sider one ton of good stable manure as 
about equivalent to 125 to 180 pounds 
of cotton seed meal and reduce the latter 
in the formula accordingly. But whether 
you giant it in corn or cotton, I would 
modify formula | or 2 by reducing the 
cotton meal one-half, but particularly 
for cotton. 

It is not practicable to say what is 
the best kind of cotton seed to use un- 
der all conditions. Some vears.a small- 
bolled, early variety gives best results 
and vice versa. 


FORMULA FOR CORN AND COTTON. 
“C.,"" Summerville, 8. C.—What will be the 
analysis of one ton 7-5-5 guano, one ton of 
acid, 16 per cent, one ton of German kainit 
after being mixed together, and how far 
would: it be from a balanced fertilizer for 
cotton and corn? I find from continued ex- 
perience that my land pays best with a high 
per cent of potash in the form of kainit, the 
amount you advise being entirely too light. 
My land is old pine land and some of it has 
been in constant use I guess a hundred years, 
that never had made any crops, so they tell 
me, till the last few years. I have gotten hold 
of it and by using fertilizers heavily have 
brought it up to one bale per acre, but it 
takes lots of fertilizer to do it and a high 
per cent of potash to keep it from rotting, 
and especially do I find this to be the case 
when planting cotton, following land to corn 
and peas for several years. 

Answer: A mixture of equal parts 
(or weights) of 7—-5—5 guano, 16 per 
cent acid and !2% per cent kainit would 
7.67—1 .66—5.83. I , consider

I have not insisted 
on |10—3—-3 for cotton and !10—5—2 for 
corn on al] soils, but have suggested an 
increase in potash in old piny-woods 
sandy soils, and a decrease in nitrogen 
on fresh or bottom lands. If you will 
adopt a regular rotation and stick to 
it you will find that a less and less pro- 
portion of nitrogen and potash will be 
required. 

MODIFYING A FERTILIZER FORMULA. 

W. H. Smith. Edgemoor’ S. C.—My land ig 
a little blackjack. as we ealil it, and there- 
fore a little inclined to ‘‘french’’ or rust, so 
I want to use a little more potash than is 
contained in your formula No. 2 for cotton. 
I have bought 16 per cent acid phosphate, 
cotton seed meal analyzing nitrogen 5.76 per 
cent, phosphoric acid 1.50, potash 1.00 and 
German kainit. Now I would like to mix 
these ingredients so as to increase the potash 
about 1 per cent and leave the other in- 
gredients the same as in formula No. 2, or 
as near the same as practicable. Please ad- 
vise me how to mix. 

Answer: A mixture of 1,000 pounds of 
16 per cent acid phosphate, 900 pounds 
of your low-grade meal and {00 pounds 
of muriate of potash wovld give you 
what you want. Or, if you insist on 
using kainit also you may use 200 
pounds of kainit and 50 pounds of 
muriate: or 150 pounds of kKainit and 62 
pounds of muriate. 


“FIGURING’ A FORMULA. 
A. R. Barfield, Dublin, Ga.—I want to 
know how to figure the analysis for guano; 
saa. for instanc¢. 1,000 pounds of acid 
phosphate, 700 pounds of cotton seed meal, 
peunds of kainit. 
Answer: This and other similar ques- 
really to be submitted to 
the nearest school teacher. Since they 
are purely arithmetical problems, that 
any well taught boy or girl of 14, and 
certainly any teacher, should be able to 
solve without difficulty. But t 
ment of the question should always in- 
dicate the quality of the ingredients 
that are to be used in the formula. In

Setting Off Explosives. 


There are two ways in which an ex- 
plosive may be “set off’—by burning 
and by detonation. The burning pro- 
cess {a progressive from one particle to 
another—as of fire in a grate, only in- 
finitely more rapid. This process is 
adapted to gunpowder, requiring as it 
does a very short time for the burning 
up of the explosive body. The other 
form of explosion—the detonation— 
being at once throughout the mass, is 
unfitted for use in guns (which would 
be smashed to pieces), but is adapted 
to shattering, or breaking, purposes, 
such as blasting rocks in mining op-.

be given of the safety with which the 
most dangerous explosives may ordina- 
rily be handled. For instance a consid- 
erable quantity of gunpowder, (such as 
pure cotton treated with nitric acid) 
may be set fire, and will burn quietly. 
But if a sufficient mass be set fire the 
heat and pressure on the surface of the 
burning body will cause the whole to 
be exploded. A torpedo filled with wet 
compressed guncotton will not explode 
if a sheil from a cannon should pen- 
etrate it and burst in tijpemass of gun- 
cotton. Even nitroglyce2rin will burn 
like oil in small quantities, and a stick 
of nitroglycerin may be seton fire 
without danger of harm.
